The im portance of the 
tourist 
promotion program in M ichigan 
was emphasized in a talk given 
yesterday 
by 
Robert 
Furlong, 
executive secretary of the M ich i­ 
gan Tourist Council, at the U p ­ 
per Peninsula

Mr. Furlong traced the history
